ting, which she did. From that time 
Violet lost no opportunity to harass and 
annoy Miss King. by making insulting re 
marks about herself and. her boarders, 
writing on her placards, ete., and conduct 
ing himself in a generally disagreeable 
manner. ‘The 30 days’ time expired on the 
17th inst., when he was given three days’ 


grace, which was up Friday, when 
Col. Violet wrote an nsulting 
note to Miss King, saying that .he ~ 


pruposed to remain 20 days longer, when he 
would move into bis own house. This was 
too much for the long-suffering landlady,

First. Street.

A petition from property-owners on 
First street will be presented to the 
Council tomorrow, asking that the 
street, from Hill to the river, be at 
once paved. Ture Times has referred, 
with almost wearisome frequency, to 
this matter, but so far without any 
effect, and it is doubtful whether this 
petition will make more impression on 
our fearfully and wonderfully consti- 
tuted City Council than the proverbial 
wateron a duck’s back. Inthe dimand 
misty past, the widening and paving 
of First street have been discussed by 
the Council, in the few leisure moments 
which it has been able to spare 
from petty squabbles. An ordinance 
was passed providing for the paving, 
bids were advertised for, and, we be- 
lieve, a contract let. There the matter 
rests, and is likely to rest, until just 
before the winter rains. As. to the 
widening, it is about a year since a 
number of buildings between Ala- 
meda and the river were moved back 
10 feet. About half of them are now 
‘that way and the remainder ‘‘as they 
was,”’ presenting a charming variety of 
crazy-quilt patterns in architecture to 
the wsthetic eye of the stranger who 
drives up our principal east and west 
artery from the Santa Fé depot, _ 

It 1s too much to expect that the 
Council should have the paving of this 
street completed beforethe beginning of 
the rainy season. We, never did ex- 
pect that, always recognizing the ne- 
cessity of saving expense by having 
street work done while the rains are 
on, and the streets consequently moist 
and muddy. We cannot, however, 
quite see why the Council should be 
unwilling to commence the work now. 
At the usual rate of progress on sim- 
ilar jobs in this city the.paving will 
last all through ‘the rainy season and 
well into the summer, so that the ob- 
ject of the City Fathers will be fully 
attained. They might, anyhow, have 
some men walk over the street 


again, with tape-lines and‘an air of 


subdued importance, just to keep the 


-+property-holders in good humor. And,’ 
.| by the way, the Council should provide 


for the erection of islands of refuge 
here and there along the street, to 
which pedestrians may wade after the 
rains set in. Traveljing derricks, to 
pull corpses, wrecks of wagons and 
broken legs out of the yawning chasms, 
would also be very serviceable. Last 
winter a horse’s broken leg was left 
standing for & couple of days between 
‘Main and Alameda—probably to save 
the expense of putting up a “danger” 
sign. | 

While on the subject of First, we 
would once more call attention to the 
desirability of the Council’s appointing 


‘a committee to open up a northwest | 


passage from this street to the par- 
tially explored regions beyond the big 
hill which blocks it on the west. It is 
not only highly inconvenient, but ab- 
surd, that an important thoroughfare 
like this should be blocked right in the 
heart of the city. First-street hill is a 
pretty big one, but human ingenuity 
has overcome obstacles of cons derably 
greater magnitude, and Los Angeles is 
rich enough to cut a tunnel or a trench 
through a hill on one of her principal 
streets. 

Let the City Council settle the police 
matter tomorrow and then get down to 
street business, before we are all again 
stuck in the mud. : 


Ridiculous Position of the Prohibitionists. 


Sensible, cool-headed — temperance 
people are becoming very much dis- 
gusted at the attitude of their political 
party.

Third—That, any form of license, taza- 
tion or regulation of the liquor traffic is 
contrary to government; that any 
party which supports regulation, license or 
taxation enters into alliance with such 
traffic and becomes the actual foe of the 
State’s welfare, and that we arraign the 
Republican and Democratic parties for 
their persistentiattitude in favor of the 
license iniquity, whereby the 
demand of the people for prohibition, and, 
through open complicity with the liquor 
crime, deteat the enforcement of law. 

Fourth—For the immediate abolition. of 
the internal revenue system, whereby our 
National Government is deriving support 
from our greatest national vice. 

‘Miss Frances E. Willard, in a letter 
tothe New York Muil and Express, 


says: 
“It nas been justly said that ‘a public rev- 
ene from a puree isa the 
publié to perpetuate that curse. The larger 
the revenue, the larger the bribe.’ . . .

A Document Revealing Some. Im- 
portant State Secrets. 


How France Cama Near Having a 
Belgian for Kiog. 


Other Cable Talk from Berlin—Indications thet 
. Germany and Austria Still Anticipate a 
Ruptare with Rassia—The Vatican- 
Quirinal Troubie Not Eaded. 


BERLIN, Sept. 22.—|Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.} The 
publication of Emperor Frederick’s diary is 
everywhere recognized as an event of the 
greatest national importance. Official and 
political circles, however, that are inti- 
mately versed in the inmost history of the 
construction of the Empire have been 
asiounded by the publication, whilst the 
whole German people are stirred to their 
very depths by the revelations, which show 
the reai greatness of the deceased Emperor 
Frederick, his influencé in creating .the 
Empire and his noble aims for its future. 
Baron Roggenbach, it seems, had the as- 
sent of Empress Victoria to the publication 
of extracts, but neither Prince Bismarck 
nor the present Emperor were consulted. 
[tis therefore thought probable that the 
publication will have some startling results 
as affecting personages concerned in the 
revelations, 

The National Zeitung complains of the 
indiscretion of the publication, as shown in 
the Zeitung, of certain passages, and says 
it was obviously not intended by Emperer 
Frederick that they should ever be made 
public. It instances the revelation that at 
Versailles there was much friction between 
the Emperor (then the Crown Prince) and 
Prince Bismarck, over the declaration of 
the existence of the German Empire. It is 
pointed outto be a statement of the de- 
ceased Emperor, that during the negotia- 
tions at Versailles, it was proposed to. pro- 
claim as King of France Leopold III of 
Belgium. M. Thiers said he would favor 
the scheme if it implied the union of Bel- 
gium and France, The French people will 
accurately surmise that Bismarck’s project 
to create a Franco-Belgian monarchy im- 
plies the disruption of France into several 
states, and the acquisition by Belgium of 
the northern provinces. The project is 
certain of revival if France should be 
crushed in the coming war. 

The most touching feature of the diary is 
the evidence of the unfailing kindness of 
the Crown Prince Frederick’s disposition 
and his diffidence of character. On. the 
day of the battle of Sedan he writes: ‘‘ ‘Die 
Weltgeschichte ist das Weltgericht’? comes 
from my school days. Napoleon comes, 
Bismarck and Von Moltke meet him. He 
wants passage for his army into Belgium. 
Bismarck tells him that the King insists 
upon an unconditional surrender. The ca- 
pitulation is signed.” 

The Crown Prince then describes the in- 
terview as related to him by the King: 
“Napoleon assured the King that he had 
only obeyed public opinion when he had 
resolved upon war. He showed marvelous 
ignorance of the German armies. He 
thought the foree before Sedan was the 
‘Red Prince’s’ army. He asked where 
Prince Frederick Charles was. The King 
answered: ‘With seventy army corps before 
Metz.’ Napoleon drew back with every 
sign of painful surprise. For the first time 


he knew that he had not the whole of the 
German army opposed him.

CATARRH, 


The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis- 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarming extent and is produc 
tive of very serious consequences.

When Manuel was very young, the 
family moved to Cebolleta, on the east- 
ern slope of Mt. San Mateo. This, the 
first colony 1n the Navajo country, was 
founded in 1800 by 30 heads of families 
from the Rio Grande. Their life was 
one constant warfare, and though they 
built a 10-foot stone wall around the 
hamlet, the attacks of the Indians 
were s0 savage and so incessant that 
in 1805 the colonists abandoned their 
town and started for the Rio Grande. 
At Laguna they received word from 
Gov. Chacon to return, and he would 
send 50 soldiers to protect them. The 
soldiers formed thenceforth part of the 
colony till the last one had been killed. 
The settlement, however, survived. * 
Here young Manuel lived until he 
was 18, sharing the hardships of his 
elders; and then began, so far as we 
have record, his roving. That year, in 
company with his’ elder brother 
José, and 14 ° other young 
men, including an Indian boy named 
Pahe, he started for Cafion de Chuska, 
150 miles west, to trade with the Nava- 
joes, who were just then resting on 
their arms. ‘The little party had sev- 
eral pack-mules loaded with goods, 
and was armed with bows and arrows 
and the clumsy old Spanish escopetas 
(flintlock muskets). Reaching Cafion 
de Chuska, they were amicably re- 
ther goods and 
camped among the Indians. In the 
night the treacherous savages fell upon 
them, and, aiter a fierce tight, killed 
all but Don Manuel and Pahe, The 
latter received an ugly arrow-wound 
over the left nipple, but escaped 
further injury by hiding behind a rock. 
Manuel had been left by the Indians as 
dead, with seven arrows sticking in his 
body. The cold night air, however, 
finally revived him; and, crawling about 
the blootly field, he found Pahe 
living, and the corpses of all 
the rest. Eighteen dead Indians 
attested the resistance of the little 
band. Having wrapped his brother’s 
corpse ina blanket, and buried it at 
the bottom of the cafion, Manuel took 
his bow and musket, and, with 
Pahe, started on the fearful journey 
| —It_was_in_July, 
and fearfully hot. 
nights they reached Ojo del Oso—the 
beautiful spring where Ft. Wingate 
now stands. Here Manuel stripped off 
his clothes, stiff with blood, and, jump- 
ing into the cold spring, washed his 
wounds till they bled anew, afterward 
washing and drying his clothes. Pahe 
would not wash, but plugged his 
wound with the soft film from the 
inner side of a buckskin. In the 
‘morning when Manuel awoke some- 
what refreshed, he found his com- 
panion dead and fearfully swollen. 
Burying the boy beside the spring, the 
brave yourg trader resumed his ago- 
nizing Journey, traveling only by night, 
as the country was now infested by 
Navajoes. The 90 miies to Cebolleta 
took him three nights. He passed 
through what is now San Mateo, and 
rested all day undef two fine live oaks, 
under whose gratefully-remembered 
shade he has built the little chapel in 
which bis family nsw worship. At La- 
guna Largo, on the mountain, he jell 
exhausted and unablé to go ahy 
further. He had had nothing to eat since 
leaving Chuska, save the pulpy leaves of 
the prickly pear, and bis seven wounds 
were bleeding again. A hungry coyote 
had followed Ins bleeding footsteps 
now for two whole days. Here he was 
found by a faithful Indian servant, 
who made a rough chair of oak boughs, 
and earried him safely to Cebolleta on 
his baek. 
Among his companions on this fatal 
expedition were two 
Ramon Sena of Santa Fé and José 
Castillo of Ceboliéta. He had left them 
at the hogan of Chief Chatto to make

They 
did so, and for two years did a prosper- 
ous business; Manuel making trips to 
New Orleans for fruit, and Fernandez 
helping the firm’s assets by his extraor- 
dinary luck at cards. The firm was 
several thousand dollars ahead, Juan 
was put to school, and all was going 
well. But during one of Manuel’s

trips to New Orleans Fernandez took 
all the money, sold the stock, and fled. 
When Manuel returned and learned of 
this, he vowed to follow and kill his 
faithless partner. He sold his cargo of 
fruit for what he could get, and got 
Juan a position in the store of Sefior 
Navarrez, theh a wealthy old 
Spanish merchant of St. Louis, 
and a warm (friend of Man- 
uel’s. Juan. subsequently married 
a daughter of Navarrez; and a few 
years later was drowned in the Missis- 
sippi, leaving two little giris. 

Manuel followed the trail of Fernan- 
dez to New York, but arrived there 
just too late. Fernandez had sailed 
the day betore for Havana, and Manuel 
had no money left to follow him. So 
he worked his way back to St. Louis, 
suffering mauy hardships en route. A 
big wagon-train, principally owned by 
Ambrosi Armijo and José Chaves, was

He was conceded the best 
rider in the country, and rode his own 
‘horses, which won him a handsome 
fortune. In 1845 he married the belle 
of Tomé, Sefiorita Vicenta Labadie, 
whose great, dark eyes still show what 
fre they had in youth. Manuel’s 
most famous race was made 
with his great-uncle, Armijo, then 
Governor of the Territory. The course 
was 1000 yards, the stakes $7000. Sefor

duty to his half-brother, Roman A. 
Baca, now one of the sheep.kings and 
most influential men of New Mexico, 
and a 300-pounder. He was vn boy 
then, and a wonderful rider. anuel 
was to run his famous horse Malcreado, 
and Roman slept in the stable every 
night. The day of the 
with it a vast crowd assembled in 
Santa Fé from all the surrounding 
country. Betting was beavy, and odds 
for Malcreado, who was known in 
every hamlet in New Mexico. But 
after leading the Governor's horse for 
900 yards, Malcreado dropped dead, 
and as accidents had not been nomi- 
nated, Sefior Chaves had to pay his 
bet. A few days later, a French doc- 
tor confessed that he had poisoned 
the horse, Gov. <Armijo having 
offered him $1000 to do so. The 
had given him put $300, and repudi- 
ated the balance. Manuel went to 
Armijo and demanded his money back, 
but in vain, and then prepared to kill 
him—a reckless undertaking in those 
days, when the Governor of New Mex- 
ico was a more absolute despot than 
is now the Czar of Russia. One of 
Chaves’s companions, getting drunk, 
gave the plot away; and Armijo offered 
$5000 reward for Manuel’s head. 
Chaves at once fled to Utah, and re- 
mained there with a bandof French 
trappers for some time. Then the 
Utes became so troublesome that 
Armijo sent Manuel a pardon, and re- 
quested him to come back and lead an 
expedition against the Indians, which 
he did with notable suecess, Return- 
-ing from the campaign, he gave up his 
sporting career, sold his fast horses, 
and took contracts from the Mexican 
Government. At about this time the 
_ party of Americang led bv ‘‘Gen.”’ Cook 
reached New Mexico, and acting under 
‘orders from Armijo, Chaves enrolled 
100 volunteers: and arrested the whole 
outfit at Anton Chico, on the Pecos, 30 
miles from Las Vegas. Armijo sub- 
‘sequently sent these prisoners to the 
City of Mexico in charge of a Capt. 
Salagar, who treated them very cruelly. 
They were finally released from their 
Mexican prison and made their way 
home. 

Then came the Mexican war and the 
invasion of New Mexico by Gen. Price 
and the American army. Gov. Armijo 
had 600 Mexican dragoons, regulars, 
in Santa Fé, and, after a conference 
with the Chaveses, the Bacas, the Pinos 
and other my | men of one territory, 
raised an army of 1000 volunteers, 


combined forces started out to meet the 
invaders; but at Glorieta Armijo con- 
cluded that he didn’t need the volun- 
teers, but would take the Gringoes and 
the glory himself with his dragoons. 
So he disbanded the volunteers and 
sent them all home. Before Gen- 
Price reached Glorieta, Armijo weak- 
ened, and incontinently fled to Old 
Mexico with his dragoons. Price 
marehed into Santa Fé without firing 
a shot, and took possession in the name 
of the United States. He issued a 
proclamation telling the people that 
they would be protected in their per- 
sons and property if they would give 
their allegiance to the new govern- 
ment; and, glad to be rid of the insuf- 
ferable despotism of Armijo, the people 
readiiy acquiesced. -

A long and bioody series of Indian 
campaigns followed, in which Don 
Manuel played a prominent part. In 
1855, as colonel of a regiment of volun- 
teers, he made a six months’ campaign 
against the Utes, punishing. them fear- 
fully, and winning recognition ffom 
the War Department for 
bravery. In‘1857 came the fearful out- 
break of Cuchillo Negro, the most ter- 
rible of all Apaches. The rene- 
gades were smearing the whole south 
of the Territory with blood, and 
Gen. Loring—subsequently of the 
rébel army. and still later “Lorin

Chaves, whose company embraced 
many of the finest trailers in New 
Mexico, as:wured him that the enemy 
were not far ahead. That very even- 
ing trailers found the hostile camp at 
the bottom of a deep cafion, and re- 


ported to Col. Chaves, who in 
turn notified, Gen. Loring. 
ing on haves’s advice, the 
command ava3. allowed a_ few 


hours’ sleep, an¢! then moved noise- 
lessly upon the fae. One company was 
sent to the mouth of the cafion; an-

Don Manuel now removed to 
Ojuelos, 18 miles east of Los |.unas, 
and started a sheep ranch in couipany 
with his brother-in-law, the © weil- 
known Lorenzo Labadie. Here he had 
many savage encounters with the: In- 
dians. In 1859 the Navajoes beciuume 
again such a fearful scourge to 
the whole Territory that  protni- 
nent citizens convened in He'r- 
nalillo, and raised funds to equ.'p 
500 volunteers, who marched wit. 
Col. Chaves in command, at tle 
same time that Gen. Canby started 
with 400 reguiars. The campaign 
lasted several months, and completely 
quieted the Navajoes for the time be-- 
ing. In it, too, Col, Chaves won fresh 
honors. 

Space would fail for an enumeration 
of his daring exploits, but a couple of 
sample cases may be cited. In 1860 a 
large band of Navajoes swept 
down on the Rio Grande settlements, 
and droye off 50,000 head of sheep. 
Don Manuel was summoned from his 
Ojuelos rancho, and with his half- 
brother Roman and 14 picked men, fol- 
lowed the raiders. e overtook the 
Navajoes at Ojo de y3 Monica, routed 
then and recovered the sheep. Next 
morning his camp was entirely sur- 
rounded Roman had 


stopped at Ft. Craig tora frolic, promis- 
-ing to catch up next day, but he failed 
to come. From sunrise to dark the 
heroic fifteen fought off the swarmin 
Navajoes. Col. Chaves had sented 
each man behind a tree, and at inter- 
vals walked from one to another to 
cheer them up. It was the deadliest 
atruggle ever recorded in New Mexico. 
One by one the brave Mexicans sank 
transfixed by arrows. One daring 
Indian on a tine black horse was con- 
spicuous all day, ‘rallying his com- 
panions to the fight. At last, in 
a desperate charge, he was shot 
dead by Col. Chaves w.thin 20 feet. 
At the beginning of the fight the 
Colonel had 82 bullets; at its close he 
had fired 80, and for every one an In- 
dian or a horse had fallen. He never 
fired until dead sure of killing. His 
own escape was miraculous, especialiy 
as he had a red handkerchief around 
his neck all day, being too hard pressed. 
to take it off. José Maria Chaves, at. 
his side, was shot through by 
a big “Indian from behind a 
log 50 yards away; but, as the Indian 
opened his mouth ip a yell of joy, 
Manuel stopped it with a bullet that 
carried away the back of the redskin’s 
head. At nightfall there were but two 
men livisg—Don Manuel and Koman- 
Sanchez. In the nick of time, Roman 
Baca arrived from Ft. Craig, with a 
companv of soldiers, and rescued the 
two survivors of that desperate day.

His marvelous skill with the rifle never 
met a match, even in this Territory of 
fine marksmen. Every town observed 
the feast day of its patron saint with 
races and shooting matches; and at all 
these Col. Chaves was preeminent. 
His weapon was a huge, muzzle-loading 
Kentucky rifle of heavy bore. He 
never trusted the modern magazine 
gun and six-shooter. He carried his 
pondereus rifle over his shoulder; and 


to “throw it down” and t 
was the work of an siin- 
stant. It seemed to be with 


him a matter of instinct rather than 
aim. Long ranges were of course un- 
known then, and he never would shoot 
over 300 yards, but no man ever sa®@ 
him miss a shot, and only once was he 
known to fire twice to kill one animal. 
Bear hunters’ will appreciate what 
kind of marksmanship this means. 
He was particularly expert in shoot-| 


ing and the matchless coolness which. 
made him always wait until sure 
of his men,made him justly dreaded by 
the Indians. He had the right eye for 
a marksman—steel gray—and even 
now there are few that care to shoot 
with the half-blind old man of73. He 
was almost equally expert with bow 
and arrow, and never was beaten in his 
countless matches with the Indians, in 
which he won great store of blankets 
and ponies, 

Col. Chaves is five feet five, and 
weighed 140 pounds, but now weighs 
less than 100. He was very powerful, 
however, and wonderfully wiry, and in
